'Bugging'

Echoes of the ' bugged eagle*’ 
In the American Embassy in 
Moscow were heard today in a 
State Department plea for a 
crash program to combat 
eavesdropping on diplomatic 
secrets. 

The request for $637,000 to 
^ay for experts and devices to 
detect and nullify “eavesdrop- 
ping techniques beyond our 
present capabilities” was in 
testimony made public today 
by the House Appropriations 
Commit^. 

william p. Boswell, Stale 
Department security director, 
tqld the committee that over 

per cent of the '^eavesdrop- 
ping devices so far discovered” 
have been found by State's own 
saourity men. 

Last year Henry Cabot Lodge, 
then United States Ambassador 
to the United Nations, disclosed 
that a microphone had been 
found concealed in an American 
eagle plaque on the wall of an 
office of the United States Em- 
hassy in Moscow. Mr. Lodge 
<£id not make it clear when this 
*-lMjg” had been discovered, but 
there were indications it was 
several years before he made 
his^U. N. speech about it.
